Washington, Feb. 1.—An antl-trusl 
bin, explicit In Its term s and naming a 
penalty of $10,000 fine or from two to fif­ 
teen years’ imprisonment, has been In­ 
troduced In the house by Greene of Ne­ 
braska. It makes it a felony to monop- 
oli:îe or attem pt to monopolize, or com­ 
bine or con.spire with any others to 
monopolize any p art of the» traQe or 
commerce am ong the stales, or with 
foreign nations, and the making of ev­ 
ery contract, agreement, or combina­ 
tion entered Into by any persons, flrniif. 
corporations or combinations of persons, 
as a tru st or otherwise, to restrain trade 
or commerce or limit or control the out­ 
put or prices of any article of com­ 
merce. 


The bill confers Jurisdiction on the 
several circuit and district courts of the 
United States and any state court hav­ 
ing common law Jurisdiction, aad for­ 
feits to the United States property 
owned under such contracts, etc., and 
In course of transit Into a state or to a 
foreign country.

standard gold. 
[Applause.] 
Bear In 
mind th a t w'e are discussing this ques­ 
tion from the point of honor and good 
faith, and not from the point of power 
or technical legal rights; for I have 
already .said that the government can 
do as it pleases.

When the plant was introduced, about 
1P40, it was ouly the Biuall dai!*yiike 
flower, now only seen as a rule in cot­ 
tage gardens, which was highly prized 
as u novelty. Tho taste for growing aiul 
ghowiui' it begun early, and before IbiiO 
there were niany chrysauthemum socie­ 
ties in esisteuee, among them the Stoke 
Newington, M’hich formed tho uueleuH 
of the National suciety. Vet it was not 
until J8oU, when the plants suffered so- 
verly from early frosts, that there v.-as 
any idea of growing it uuder glass. 
The Japanese variety was noticed in 
1804 as a novelty, “ very curious aud 
interesting, but scarcely ornuineutal.’’ 
How little did the author of these re­ 
marks suspect what a future was before 
the plant he so summarily set aside! 
Three years later, however, wo find Jap­ 
anese varieties recommended with pom­ 
pom and incurved, and since then they 
havo over increased in favor.
